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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-304 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A thorough search of 
the prior art fails to disclose any reference or references, which, taken alone or in combination, 
teach or suggest, in combination with the other limitations, a microprocessor that computes from 
the play spots that have been removed from the lottery ticket in combination with the ticket data 
the ticket redemption value based on the indicia under the play spots that have been removed. 

While other disclosures clearly teach this feature (see, for instance, Kamille, US Patent 
Number 5,855,5 14), these references do not appear to antedate the initial disclosure to which the 
current application claims priority. Therefore, these references do not appear to be prior art.
